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GETTYSBURG, Pa,, May 30.—Presi- 


dent Roosevelt and party reached this 
historic battleground at 
8:30 today. 


Leaving Washington at 10:30 last night 
a leisurely run was made, by the Balti- 
more and Ohio railroad, special train to 
Pcnmar, Pa. 'There in a delightful park 
in the mountains tho train was side- 
tracked at 2 a, m., remaining until 7:30 
this morning. A crowd began to assem- 
ble at tho park as early as 5:30 a. m., 
nnd before tho train left for -Gettys- 
burg several hundred people had gather- 
ed. Before leaving Penmar the president 
appeared on tho rear platform of his pri- 
vate car and was given an enthusiastic 
reception. He'spoke briefly as follows: 


'It is a great pleasure to greet you 


this morning and I am- so glad that we 
have such beautiful weather on the oc- 
casion of my visiting this great historic 
battlefield of.tho war, on Decoration 
day. I \vill not attempt t(5 speak now 
as I am to speak later in the day. I 
shall merely repeat how-glad I am to seo 
all of you, especially'those who' 'wear 
the button that shows'you have a light 
greater than nny of the rest to be here 
tend to rejoicd..in all .that.tius memorial 
day meitna." 


Tho -train was stopped in-'Gettysbu'rjj 


at Reynolds avenue, the road which tra- 
verses the position of the confederate 
forces on the first day of the battle. 
There the president^ and party entered 
carriages' and started on a drive over 
the battlefield. 


President Roosevelt this afternoon de- 


livered the following- address to the as- 
sembled multitude: 


The place whore wo now are has won 


n double distinction. Here was fought 
one of the great battles of all time, and 
here was spoken o'ne of tho few speeches 
which shall last thnnigh: the .ages. As 
long ns this republic endures or its his- 
tory is known, so long shall the memory 
of the Battle of Gettysburg likewise en- 
duro and be known; .and as long as the 
English tongue is understood, so long 
shall 
Abraham 
Lincoln's 
Gettysburg 


speech thrill the hearts of mankind. 


Tho .civil war was-a great war for 


righteousness; a war waged for the nob1 
blest ideals, but waged 'also in thorough- 
going, practical fashion. It was one of 
tho few wars which mean, in their suc- 
cessful 
outcome, a lift toward bettor 


things for the nations of mankind. 
Some wars have meant the triumph of 
order over anarchy and licentiousness 
masquerading as liberty; some wars 
have" meant tho triumph of liberty over 
tyranny ' masquerading as order; . but 
thU victorious war of .our? meant the 
triumph of both liberty and order, the 
triumph of orderly liberty, the bestow- 
al of civil rights upon the freed.slaves, 
and'at tho same time-the-stern insist- 
ence on tho supremacy of the national 
law throughout the length and breadth 
of the land. Moreover, this was one of 
those raro contests in which-it was to 
the immeasurable interest of the van 
quishcd that they should lose, while at 
the same time the victors acquired' the 
precious privilege of transmitting to 
those who came after them, as a herit- 
age of honor forever, not only the mem- 
ory of their own valiant deeds, but tho 
memory of the deeds of those who, no 
less valiantly fought against* the stars in 
their courses. The war left to us all, as 
fellow-countrymen, as brothers, the right 
to rejoice that tho. Union has been re- 
stored in indestructible shape in a coun- 


. try where slavery no'longer mocks the 


bo'ast of freedom, and also the right j to 
rejpico with exultant pride in the cour- 
age, the self-sacrifice, and the devotion, 
alike of the rr.en who wore tho blue and 
tho men who wore the gray. 


Ho is a poor American who, looking 


at, this .field, docs not feel within him- 
self a docpcr reverence for the nation's 
past and a higher purpose to make the 
-nation's future rise level to her pas£.

North and the South, the East and the 
West. ' The armies which 'oh this field 


, contended for the mastery were veteran 
, armies, hardened by long campaigning 


and desperate fighting into such instru- 
ments of war as no other nation then 
possessed

is attested by the proportionate loss— 
n loss unrivaled in/any battle of similar 
«lte since tho close of the Napoleonic 
struggles; It loss which, in. certain-rcgi- 
rnents was from three-fourths to four- 
fifths of the men engaged. Every spoi 
on- this field has its own associations of 
soldiery duty nobly" done, of supremo 
nelf-socriflcc freely rendered,' The names 
•I tte chiefs who served, in the two 


armies form a long honor roll;, and the 
enlisted men ' were wprtiiy, arid even.: 
more than worthy, of those ;who led 
them. Every acre of this ground has its 
own associations. We-see where the 
fight thundered lihrough and .around .the 
village of Gettysburg; :where the artil- 
lery formed .on the" ridges; where the 
cnvalry fought; where the .hills were-at- 
tacked and defended; and where, finally, 
the great charge surged.iip the slope only 
;o break on the summit in the bloody 
spray of gallant failure.'

But the soldier.3 .who won - at Gettys- 


jurg, the soldiers who fought .to a finish 
;he civil war and .thereby made their 
countrymen forever.. their debtors,-have 
eft us far more even than the memories 
of the war itself: 'They.-fought for four 
years in order that: on' this continent 
;hosc who came afterthem, ; their chil- 
dren and their children's children, might 
enjoy a lasting peace. They took arms 
not to destroy, but.to gave .liberty; not 
;o overthrow, but-to^establish the su- 
premacy of the law, ,Tl\c crisis. which 
:hey faced was to determine' whether 
or not this people, was fit for self-gov- 
ernment nnd therefore fit for liberty; 
Freedom is not a gift which can be ea- 
joycd save by' those who -show them- 
selves worthy of.it. In this world no 
jrivilege can be .permanently appropri: 
itcd by men who-have not the power 
and the will successfully to assume the 
responsibility of using it aright. In his 
recent admirable' little, -volume on free- 
dom and 
responsibilty in democratic 


government, President Hadley of Yale 
has pointed out that the freedom which 
is worth anything is the freedom which 
means 'self-government .and not anarchy; 
Freedom thus conceived., is a construc- 
tive force, which enables an intelligent 
and good man to .do better things than 
he could do without it;: whioh -is' in: its 
essence the substitution of self-restraint 
for external restraint—the substitution 
of a form of restraint which promotes 
progress for the form-which retards it. 
This is the rijht view of freedom;- but 
it can only be taken if there is a, full 
recognition of the close connection; bc: 
tween liberty and responsibility in every 
domain of human thought.. It 'was es- 
sentially the view taken by Abraham 
Lincoln, and by all,those who,' when the 
civil war broke out;- realized that in a 
self-governing democracy-those who de- 
sire to be considered fit to enjoy liberty 
must show that they know'njpw to use 
it with moderation and justice in peace, 
nnd how to fight .-For it when it is jeoard- 
cd by malice domestic1 of foreign levy. 


, The lessons yiej^ta-u^htius..^^ lessons 
as a'pplicabre'in" o'ur everyday .'liyes.-.n.ow 
as in-the rare times of great stress. The 
juen swho,.made -this.:ile];l-..Aireyer;;Tn«m-::

the power of showing that -fealty in hard, 
practical, common-sense fashion. They 
stood for the life of effort, not the life 
of .case. They had that love of country, 
that lo-'e of "justice, that love of their 
fellow-men, without which power and 
resourceful efficiency but make a man a, 
danger to his fellows. Yet, in addition 
thereto, they likewise possessed the pow- 
pr and the efficiency; for otherwise their- 
high purpose would have been barren of 
result. They knew each how to act for 
himself, and" y«.t. each how to act with 
his frllows. They ,-.learned,-as all the 
ccneration of the civil war learned, that 
rare indeed is the chance to do anything 
worth doing by one sudden and violent.- 
effort. The men who believed that the 
civil war would -bp ended in ninety days, 
the men who cried loudest "On1 to Rich- 
mond," if they had the- right stuff in 
them speedily learned' their error; and 
the war was "actually won by those who" 
settled themselves steadfastly down "to 
fighr, for three years, or for as much 
longer'as the war might last, and who 
gradually grew to understand that 'the 
triumph would come, not by n iinptle 
brilliant victory, but by n hundred- pain- 
ful and tedious campaigns. In the East 
and the West the columns advanced and 
recoiled, swayed from side to side, and 
again advanced; along the coasts tho 
black ships stood endlessly off and on 
before the hostile forts; generals and 
admirals emerged into the light, each

In this issue, of the directory there 'are 
15,495 names, as against U,027 in tho 
last directory, issued a year and a half 
ago. At thb rate of increase,- the pres- 
ent population of Racine is approximate- 
ly 35,000.

are pushing the Russians towards Port 
Arthur."

Togo has now established a com- 
plfcto blockade around the southern end 
of thn Liao Tung peninsula. This com- 
pletely envelops Port Arthur from the 
seaward and probably marks the open 
ing of the .final, investment of the town 


and its fortifications. <

TOKIO, May 
27.—Noon—The Japa- 


nese troops have-swept all the Russians 
from -their defenses west of Tnlicn Wan 
bay. It is now improbable that the lat- 
ter will be capable of offering- any fur- 
ther serious resistance in the territory 
north of Port Arthur. 


TOKIO, May 27.—Noon.—The Japa- 


nese army swept "the Russians from Kin 
Chou last evening and in a desperate 
night attack, stormed the most impreg- 
nable position of the Russians on Nan- 
shan hill, west of Talicn Wan. The bot- 
tle rngcd in tho hills all-through the 
night and fragmentary telegrams, •from 
the Japanese headquarters' report- that 
'the engagement i.vstill in-progress-.and 


that the Japanese arc still pursuing''tho 
Russians south from Non Shan and the 
head of Talien Wan bay. The Russians 
had made elaborate 
preparations 
to 


check the. Japanese movement sou^h on 
Liao Tung peninsula toward Port Ar- 
thur. 
• . 
' ". 


They had fortified the hijrh'ground on 


the south shore of Talicn Wan bny, their 
works extending to the enst and west. 
The extreme Russian right was at TTu'sli- 
nnrrtao and the extreme left nt Nnshan 
hill. This hill was tho strongest part of 
the line; a series of batteries strongly 
empliiced, crowded its crest while rifle 
pits extended around its sides. Minos htul 
been set lower down on the hill 
and 


around tho base on the northern nnd 
eastern sides wore stretched well made 
wire entanglements. 


Another lii^c of-defense wns protect- 


ed wire entanglements, -extended from 
Yen Chia Tung noar the head of Talicn 
Wan hay, due north of Liuchio 
Tien, 


which lies south of Kin Chou, 
^ 


A strong .Russian force wns posted at 


Kin Chou. It consisted of infantry nnd 
artillery. 


The Japanese first occupied tho, line of 


hilli to the enst of Kin Chou. Their po- 
sition hnd. formed nn 
almost 
perfect 


' right nnglo, showing its southern front 


to Tnlion Wan and its western front to 
Kin Chou. Chiu Li Chnn villngc wns the 
apex of this angle; the extreme right 
was at Chnitsuo a village due cast of 
Chiu Li Chan. Back of this angle the 
attacking force assembled in complete 
security. 


FOUND OUT GUN-? POSITIONS. 
The Russians apparently attempted to 


draw the Japanese attack last Snturdny, 
•for their batteries opened fire slowly on 
•the enemy on that clay. The Japanese 
however, refused to be drawn until the 
positions of the Russians guns and their 
strength hnd been fully developed. 


To this end the Japanese bogan a ser- 


ies of careful reconnaissances the army 
officers working, their wny close enough 
to the Russian line to draw the enemy's 
fire. 
They thus secured fragments'of 


shells for the purpose of nscortnining the 
calibre of the Russian rjun*. 


Thov soon discovered that the batter- 


ies on Chnn Chn-tur hnd four howitzers 
of about 15 centimetres calibre, 10 old 
style cannon of between 9@25 centime- 
tres calibre.

US HAVE REASONABLENESS. 


It 'is submitted' that 
the 
following' 


sample of factional' intolerance is not 


Kentucky and Oregon which have made 
the most marvelous of voyages without 
mishap or '-without an hour of repairs, 
and besides made the most marvelous 
of exhibitions of rapid firing with per- 
.fect gunnery, would make this country 
invincible though we were not up to the 
rack on numbers. This is not presum- 
ing there are no other ships in our navy 
that may be able to duplicate the recent 
performance, for there probably are, but 
the performance of the Kentucky, a rec- 
ord of 18,000 miles performed without a 
break, without a mishap of any nature 
and' at a uniform speed of 13.12 knots per 
hour equal to a speed equal of'15 miles 
per hour covering a distance without a 
atop of 12,918 knots and the last exhibit 
of a run of 3,885 knots from Madeira 
home at the rate of 13,82 knots per hour 
or 15.7 miles, hag never been duplicated 
by any nation nor can it be matched 
anywheres. This record of a battleship 
will long remain unconttsted. 


It is questionable indeed, if there »re 


any merchant steamers capable of giv- 
ing the world any better performance of 
long distance 
travel. Cerlainly none 


have ever been made public. It must be

Congressman IT. A. Cooper delivered

I iy remarking on the dny, 


its importance, and its sacred character, 
saying that it was tv da}' which every 
one worthy of the name of American 
citizen should iteliglit to honor. He said 
that each recurring anniversary-, should 
witness an observance of the day, be- 
cause of the lessons which it teaches and 
the memories it recalls, 


After elabondin^ along these lines, 


the speaker discussed the origin of the 
war, savin;; that if was nn irresprcssiblc 
conflict, which nothing eould have, avert- 
ed. He then described the scenes, dur- 
'ing tho war, narrating various incidents 
/ which went to ilhist nit<> its vast impor- 


tance, and the terrible destruction which 


. it wrought, and spoke of the. fiiinl grout 


good which resulted. 


Tho speaker then branched 
into

tribute to the soldiers living and dead, 


' addressing the old veterans who were 


present, and expressing to them the grat- 
itude which every truo American feels 
for them nnd for what they accomplish- 
ed for the cause of civil liberty and rep- 
resentative government.

WHAT THE NATIONAL, 


CONVENTION WILL DO 


Process to be Followed Regard- 


ing the Seating ol One of 


Two Contesting 


Delegations. 


The action of the Republican national 


convention in the'seating 01 one of the 
contested delegations from Wisconsin Is 
being 
awaited 
with 
great anxiety 


throughout the state and country. The 
successive operations to be 'followed out 
as explained by a'prominent newspaper, 
correspondent are as follo\ys: 
The 'Re- 


publican' national committee has n. com- 
mittee ou credentials which .jas'Bt's upon 
the question as to what delegates ,are 
entitled to seats in the permanent' or- 
ganization of the convention.' The . de- 
cision ol' the national committee applies 
to the temporary organization only, and 
its decision is rcviewabl'e by Ihe^cpm-.' 
mittee on credentials arid' by the con- 
vention, 
r . 


As an ilustration can be taken the 


Delaware preliminary contest between 
the Dupont and Adoicks factions before 
the Republican national committee in 
1S9G. 
The committee seated 
the Ad- 


dicks delegates. Tho case was reopened 
before tho committee on credentials .in, 
making up the permanent organization, 
and.it reversed the action of the nation- 
al committee, reporting in lav.or of scat- 
ing the Dupont delegation. The -con- 
vention then adopted the-report of the 
committee on credentials. 


In 1900 the contest was renewed by 


the same factions. The national com- 
mittee on the preliminary hearing 
to 


make up the teroporc-.ry roll call, decid- 
ed that neither set of delegates was en- 
titled to seats on the showing that had 
been made. Again the case went before 
tho committee on credential?, and that 
committee again rejected the report of 
the national committee, and, in tin; per- 
manent convention, seated' the Addicks' 
dolegation. 


The point brought out by the above 


statements of facts is that the national 
committee,' which corresponds 
to 
the 


central committee of a state, has no 
power to make'«, final report, the adop- 
tion of which would make the delegates 
whom the committee recommends a part 
of the .permanent convention. 


The committee to hear the claims of 


the contesting delegations will sit in re- 
view a week and give all parties ample 
chance to present their case in detail. 
After this thorough review of the mat- 
ter the committee reports its findings 
to tho convention to be there decided as 
to what delegation shall bo seated to 
make up,the permanent roll call.

To. Wash Clothes Without Rubbing.— 


To a bar of good soap, shaved fine, add 
one quart of water and boil; then add 
one tablespoonful of kerosene, 
mixing 


well. Divide into three parts,, adding 
each to a third or half a tub 
full of 


warm water. In these tubs soak the 
clothes'(properly assorted)' over night. 
In the mornins fill the boiler two-thirds 
full of cold water, and half a cupful of 
"compound" made by recipe given below; 
when the water boils put in as many 
clothes '(put through the wringer from 
the tub) as by the ordinary method, and 
boil twenty minutes, or half an hour, if 
very soiled When boiled rinse in warm 
water, then twice in cold. Compound— 
Mix in a stone jar a box of potash, 5 
cents' worth each of salts of tartar and 
salts of ammonia; pour over this four 
quarts of cold water and stir until dis- 
solved. Bottle for use. 


To Clean Piano. Keys.—Moisten a lit- 


tle whiting with lemon juice, or, if lem- 
on juice is not at hand, with ammonia, 
which is a veritable grease foe. If this 
whiting is used carefully, so that none 
gets into the action, tlie keys will look 
beautifully clean. Some people use saw- 
dust and ammonia for this purpose, but 
the sawdust is apt to scatter' too much 
for the welfare of the piano. But if any 
small ornaments of ivory have to be 
cleaned,, sawdust wet with ammonia is 
excellent for stain-removing. Spirits of 
wine mingled with the sawdust is an- 
ovther capital agent when ammonia is not 
attainable. 


Graham Mtiah.—Mix a half pint gra- 


liftm flour and a little cold water to a 
thin,, paste, add a teaspoonful salt, stir 
into four cups of boiling water and cook 
until, thoroughly done; twenty minutes 
is the usual time, but depends upon the 
fire An addition is to stir in a cupful 
of the stoned dates just before taking 
from the fire. 


FOR THE" TABLE. 


Chili Sauce.—Take four quarts of to- 


matoes peeled and chopped, two large 
onions, six green peppers chopped fine, 
two tablespoonfuli! each of salt and BU- 
gar, three nnd one-half cups of vinegar, 
one teaspoonful of cinnamon, ginger, 
cloves and allspice. Take seeds 
from 


peppers and boil two hours; this is an 
excellent English recipe. 


Napoleons.—T-cat C ounces of butter, 


2 ounces of sufar, 2 ounces 
of sweet 


chopped almonds, add one-half pound of 
flour, and stir well; then add the yolk 
of 1 egg. roll out very thin and bake in 
a tin. When cold cut into strips, spread 
with jam or whipped cream and put to- 
gether again. 


Queen Muffins.—Boat the yolks of two 


eggs to a cream, add a pint of sweet 
milk and a.spoonful of melted butter; 
pour this over two cups of flour; beat 
till light, addijig'roorc flour if needed. 
The batter should be too thick to pour: 
add 2 teaspoonfuls baking powder and 
the stiffly beaten whites. Bake in' gem 
pans iu1 quick oven. 


Doughnuts,—Sift together three cups 


of pastry flour,, measured after sifting, 
four level teasnoonfuls of baking pow- 
der, one-half level teaspoon of *filt, and 
one-quarter teaspoon of mace. Beat one 
egg, and one-half cup of sugar, one ta- 
blespoon of melted butter, and one-half 
cup of milk. Mix dry and liquid ingred- 
ients, roll out, cut in shape and fry. 


Chipped Beef.—A change from the us- 


ual thickened cream gravy is to serve 
the shaved beef as follows: First, cov- 
er half a pound with cold water; do not 
boil, but bring to scalding; drain off the 
•water *nd put a large tablsspoonful of 
butter and a dust of pepper on the beef; 
simmer ten minutes, and when ready to 
e'erre add three or four tablespoonfuls of 
hot cream. 


Delmonico Pudding.—Add two table- 


gpoonfuls1 of corn starch to a quart of 
nearly boiling milk, first blending 
it 


with a little cold milk. Stir well, and 
add fivo tablcspoonfuls of sugar and two 
well-beaten-eggs. Cook three minutes; 
when nearly cold add a pinch of salt and 
a cupful of grated cocoanut; pour into a 
pudding dish and bake until a-delicate 
brown. Serve oold with whipped cream. 
This pudding may be prepared the day 
before needed. 


Lima Bean and Tomato 
Soup.—Use 


for this a Quart of any 
well flavored 


stock that can bo made by adding meat 
extract to boiling water, or by utilizing 
any scraps of meat in the stock pot. Put 
in soup pot with a quart of stewed to- 
matoes, half a cup of boiled lima beans; 
add seasonings to taste and cook until 
thick as cream. The beans should bn'soft 
enough to maflh through a colander. This, 
is a delicious soup nnd easily prepared. 


Laplanders.—Bent the yolks of three 


eggs with, a pint of rich milk; add this 
to a pint of sifted flour with a tenspoon- 
ful of salt in it, and beat smooth; stir 
in lightly the beaten whites and bako in 
hot oven,, in greaned gem pans. There is 
no baking po\vder required.for these del- 
icate gems, the beaten eggs answering 
instead, and they are therefore' recom- 
mended for those pvith whom baking 
powder bread disagrees. „ 


' German Soup.—Soak over night 1 tea- 
cupful of carefully cleaned pearl barley.

GETTYSBURG, Pa,, May 30.—Presi 


dent Roosevelt and party reached this 
historic battleground at 
8:30 today, 


Leaving Washington at 10:30 last night 
a leisurely run was made, by the Balti- 
more and Ohio railroad special train to 
Penmar, Pa. 'There in a delightful .park- 
in the mountains the train was side- 
tracked at 2 a. m., remaining until 7:30 
this morning. A crowd began to assem- 
ble at the park as early ns 5:30 a. m., 
and before the train left for -Gettys- 
burg several hundred people had gather- 
ed. Before leaving Penmar the president 
appeared on the rear platform of his pri- 
vate cur and wag given an enthusiastic 
reception. He spoke briefly as follows: 


'It i» a great pleasure to greet you 


this morning and I am, so glad that -we 
have auch beautiful weather on the oc- 
casion of my visiting this' great historic 
battlefield of.the war, on Decoration 
day. I will not attempt td speak now 
as I am to speak later in the day. I 
shall merely repeat how glad I ain to s«e 
all of you, especially those' who' 'wear 
the button that shows'you have a right 
greater than nny of the rest to be here 
and to rcjoicq in allI that, jthjs mentorial 
day merfns."

The .train was stopped in 'Gettysburg 


at-Reynolds avenue, the road which tra- 
verses the position of the confederate 
forces on the first day of the battle. 
There the president^ and party entered 
carriages and started on a drive over 
the battlefield. 


President Roosevelt this afternoon de- 


livered the following address to the as- 
sembled multitude:

speech thrill the hearts of mankind. 


The .civil war was-a great war for 


righteousness; a war waged for the nob- 
blest ideals, but waged also in thorough- 
going, practical fashion. It was-one of 
the few wars which mean, in their suc- 
cessful 
outcome, a lift toward 
better 


things for the nations af mankind. 
Some wars have meant the triumph of 
order over anarchy and licentiousness 
masquerading as liberty; some wars 
have meant the triumph of liberty over 
tyranny ' masquerading as order; but 
thi? victorious war of .ours, meant the 
triumph of both liberty and order,-the 
triumph of orderly liberty, the bestow- 
al of civil rights upon the freed.slaves, 
and at the same time the-stern insist- 
ence on the supremacy of the national 
3aw throughout the length and breadth 
of the land. Moreover, this was one oi 
those rare contests in which it was to 
the immeasurable interest of the van- 
quished that they should lose, while at 
the same time the victors acquired' the 
precious privilege of transmitting 
to 


those who came after them, a's a herit- 
age of honor forever, not only the mem- 
ory of their own valiant deeds, but the 
memory of the deeds of those who, no 
less valiantly fought against- the stars in 
their courses. The war left to us all, a's 
fellow-countrymen, as brothers, the right 
to rejoice that the Union has been re- 
stored in indestructible shape in a conn- 
try where slavery no'longer mocks the 
boast of freedom, and also the right to 
rejoice with exultant pride in the coiir- 
»<re, the self-sacrifice, and the devotion, 
alike of the men who wore the blue and 
the men who wore the gray.

He is a, poor American who, looking 


at. this .field, does not feel within him- 
self a deeper reverence for the nation's 
past and a higher purpose to make the 
nation's future rise level to her past 
Here fought the 
chosen sons of the 


North and the South, the East and the 
\V>st. ' Th« armies which oh this field- 
contended for the mastery were veteran 
armies, hardened by lon|; campaigning 
and desperate fighting into such instru- 
ments of war as no other nation then 
possessed The severity of the fighting 
is attested by the. proportionate loss— 
a loss unrivaled in any battle of similar 
•tee since the close of the Napoleonic 
struggles; u loss which in certain regi- 
ments was from three-fourth!! to four- 
fifths of the men engaged. Every spot 
on this field has its own associations of 
soldiery duty nob!y clone, of supreme 
oelf-sacriflce freely rendered. The names 
•f the chiefs, who served in the two 


armies form a long honor roll; and the 
enlisted men were worthy, and 
even 


more than worthy, of t'hose ..who led 
them. Every acre of this ground has its 
own associations.. We -see where the 
fight thundered through and mound the 
village of Gettysburg; where the artil- 
lery formed ,on the' ridges; 'where the 
cavalry fought; where,the hills wcre-.at- 
tnckcd and defended; and where, .finally, 
the great charge' surged up the slope only" 
to break on the summit in the bloody 
spray of gallant failure. 


But the soldiers .who, won -at Gettys- 


burg, the soldiers who foughtsto-a finish 
the civil war and. thereby made, their 
countrymen forever thejr debtors, have 
left us far more even than the memories 
of the war itself.- "-They fought'for four 
years in order that on this continent 
those -who came after them,'their chil- 
dren and their children's children, might 
enjoy a lasting peace. They took arms, 
not to destroy, but to save liberty; not 
to overthrow, but to establish the su- 
premacy of the law. ' Th,e -crisis • which 
they faced was to determine" whether 
or not this people, was fit for self-gov- 
ernment and therefore fit for liberty: 
Freedom is not a gift which can be en- 
joyed save by those who -show them- 
selves worthy of it. In this world no 
privilege can be permanently appropri- 
ated by men who Jiav'e not the power 
and the will successfully to assume the 
responsibility of using it aright. In his 
recent admirable little volume on free- 
dom and responsibilty in ' democratic 
government, President Hadley of Yale 
has pointed out that the freedom which 
is worth anything is the freedom which 
means "self-government tand not anarchy. 
Freedom thus conceived, is a construc- 
tive force, which enables an intelligent 
and good man to do better things than 
he could do without it;( which "is''in' its 
essence the substitution of self-restraint 
for external restraint—rthe substitution 
of a form of restraint which promotes 
progress for the form which retards it. 
This is the right view of freedom;, but, 
it can only be. taken if there is a full 
recognition of ,the close connection be- 
tween liberty and responsibility in ever;

..WASHINGTON, May 
27.—Minister 


Griscom, cables the state department 
from Tokio that the Japanese have cap- 
tured Kin Chou and are marching south- 
ward. 


LONDON, May 27.—4:36 p. m.—The 


Japanese legation has received the fol- 
lowing oflicinl dispatch from Tokio: 


"Kin Chou and all the heights in its 


vicinity have been taken and pur'troops 
are pushing the Russians towards Port 
Arthur." 


TOKIO, May 27.—10 a. m.—Vice Ad- 


miral Togo has now established a com- 
plete blockade around,the southern end 
of the Liao Tung peninsula. This com- 
pletely envelops Port Arthur from the 
seaward and probably marks the open- 
ing of the final investment of the town 
and its fortifications, i 


TOKIO, May 27.—Noon—The Japa- 


nese troops havev swept all the Russians 
from their defenses west of TaHen Wan 
bay. It is now improbable that the lat- 
ter will be capable of offering- any fur- 
ther serious resistance in the territory 
north of Port Arthur. 


TOKIO, May 27.—Noon,—The Japa- 


nese army swept the Russians from Kin 
Chou last evening and in a desperate 
night attack, stormed the most impreg- 
nable position of the Russians on Nan- 
shan hill, west of Talien Wan. The bat- 
tle raged in the hills all -through the 
night and fragmentary telegrams, 'from 


4 the Japanese headquarters report-that 


the engagement is-still in iprogressvand 


• that the Japanese are still pursuing''the 


Russians south from Non Shan and the 
head of Talien Wan bay. The Russians 
had made elaborate 
preparations 
to 


check the Japanese movement south on 
Liao Tung peninsula toward Port Ar- 
thur. 


They had fortified the high'ground on 


the south shore of Talien Wan bay, their 
works extending to the east and west. 
The extreme Russian right was at Husli- 
nn/jtno and the extreme left at Nashah 
hill. This hill was the strongest part of 
thp line; a scries of batteries strongly 
emplaced, crowded its crest while rifle 
pits extended around its sides. Mines had 
been set lower down on the hill and 
around the base on the northern and 
eastern sides were stretched well made 
wire entanglements. 


Another Hijc of-defense was riiotcct- 


ed wire entanglements, extended from 
Yen Chia Tung near the head of Talien 
Wan bay, chic north of Liuchio Tien, 
which lies south of Kin Chou. 
^ 


A strong Russian force was posted at 


Kin Chou. It consisted of infantry and 
artillery. 


The Japanese first occupied the line of 


hills to the east of Kin Chou. Their po- 
sition had. formed an 
almost 
perfect 


right angle, showing its southern front 
to Talien Wan and its western front to 
Kin Chou. Chiu Li Chan village was the 
apex of this angle; the extreme right 
was at Chaitsuo a village due east of 
Chiu Li Chan. Back of this angle the 
attacking force assembled in complete 
security. 


FOTJJvD OUT GUNS POSITIONS. 
The Russians apparently attempted to 


draw the Japanese attack last Saturday, 
for their batteries opened fire slowly on 
the enemy on that day. The Japanese 
however, refused to be drawn unti! the 
positions of the Russians guns and their 
strength had bopn fully developed. 
, 


To this end the Japanese began a ser- 


ies of careful reconnaissances the army 
officers working, their way close enough 
to the Russian line to draw the enemy's 
fire. They thus secured fragments 'ot 
shells for the purpose of ascertaining the 
calibre of the Russian suns. 


They soon discovered that "the batter- 


ies on Chnn Ch.i-tur had /our howitzers 
of about 15 centimetres calibre, 10 old 
style cannon of between 0@25 centime- 
tres calibre. 


The Japanese discovered also a large 


number of emplacements but they did 
not learn the nature of the guns there- 
in. These emplacements faced to the 
north and the cnsr.

The guns fired by the Russians devel- 


oped a range of 8,55 metres. Eight hea- 
vy guns posted on the Russians' right "in 
the vicinity of Hushingtao also were dis- 
covered and another strong Russian po- 
sition developed 
by, these reconnais- 


sances when another hill 'southwest of 
JTanshan hill showed tbat the Russians 
had u scries of shelter .trenches. 


FATAL DEFECT IN POSITION. 


On /the shores of Talien Wan bay close 


to the head of the bay, the Russians had 
••tabUshed a series' of positions. Here 


were set up the searchlights which night- 
ly played over the Japanese angle in the 
hills to the northeast. 
, Further reconnaissance developed ,the 
fact that west of Liu Cha Tien the Rus- 
sians had no defenses". Ex-tended-to the 
northward from Yen Cbiaf.Tien to the 
west coast of the Liao Tung peninsula 
there were no defenses.whatever, except 
the force posted at Kin Chou. This gap 
in the .defense was a fatal defect in the 
Russian position, and-when it was per- 
ceived the Japanese extended their right 
to the north and east, envelotring Kin 
Chou and the Russian extreme right. The 
Japanese left «r« s also extended to Wang 
Chia Tung, on the shore of Talien Wan 
bay, and the center moved forward. 


4 p. m.—-The Russian resistance 
at 


Nanshan hill was stubborn. The Japa- 
nese made a series of assaults before the 
Russians finally yielded the position. The 
Russians abandoned this hill at 3 o'clock 
in the afternoon retreating toward Nan- 
quan-ling where it* is understood a sec- 
ond defense exists. 


The Russians may rally at this line of 


defense unless they have been disorgan 
ized by the defeat at Kin Chou and Nan- 
shan. The Russians had 
a series of 


mines planted at Aafangshan statten on 
the railroad which" were exploded. The 
station was destroyed. 


The Japanese forces were under fire 


for sixteen hours. The general staff here 
has received telegrams from the com- 
manders commending the bravery and 
fortitude of their men. 


Wednesday morning at 5:30 the Ja- 


panese attacked Kin Chou and for three 
hours they had an artillery duel with 
the batteries on Nanshan hill. The-Rus- 
sian gunners searched the. Japanese lines 
with their fire but bailed to inflict much 
damage.

The battle was resumed at dawn on 


Thursday. 
Three Japanese gunboats 


then entered Kin Chou bay and in corp- 
oration with the artillery on shore shell- 
ed the Russian positions on .Nanshan hill.

steamed close to the'shore and shelled 
the Japanese left.' I ' : '

The fighting 'continued into Thursday 


night, the Japanese pressing to ttie south 
and storming Nanshan hill.

The reports received here fail to cover

have abandoned these 'positions. 


No information is given concerning 


losses; they probably were heavy on 
both sides.

PARIS,'May 27.—The chamber of dep 


uties was packed today in anticipation 
of a tumultous debate on the subject of 
the 'rupture of diplomatic delations be- 
"tween France and ,the Vatican. The gal- 
leries were crowded to overflowing and 
many ladies- and several of the leading 
clergy were present. United States-Am 
bassador Porter and a number of other 
diplomats occupied seats in the reserved 
galleries. 


Prior to the opening of the session 


the council of ministers arranged a final 
plan of government action, contemplat- 
ing two days',debate before-the-.resolu- 
tions of, the various parliamentary 
groups are adopted, the resolutions in- 
dicating * that the government's course 
in recalling Ambassador, Nisard- will 
approved without immediate insistence" 
upon the abrogation of the concordat. 


M. 'Meunier, 
(Radical 
Republican) 


opened the debate with ,a fiery speech 
calling on the government to take de 
cisive, irrevocable 
measures, including 


the suppression • of the French embassy 
at the Vatican. 


M.,Lasies, (anti-Semite) created a tu- 


mult by demanding of Foreign, Minister 
Delcasse information as to who was-re- 
sponsible for the 
divulgence of 
the 


pope's criticisms upon France, and de 
daring it was no friend of France!

FRANCE AND THE VATICAN. " 


. Minneapolis Tribune:. Affairs between 
the republic5 of France and the Vatican 
are approaching a crisis. The immedi- 
ate friction arises over an official visit 
of President Lqnbet to 
the king of 


Italy.' Protestant sovereigns may make 
such visits with: impunity. Catholic sov- 
ereigns' are. expected to avoid them, so 
as not to seem, to. support the theory 
that, the, king of Italy rather than the 
pope is., the temporal, ruler of 'Rome. 
This theory has acporded'so long*'with 
fact, that sympathy\'is gradually wear- 
ing out, even in Catholic countries, with 
those who oppose it. 


But everyone understands that the 


real ground of difference between .the re- 
public and the Vatican relates to the 
control of public education' in Prance. 
The extreme Socialist party in parlia- 
ment has driven successive governments 
very far in the secularization of'educa- 
tion. , Schools conducted by the Catholic 
congregations have been violently closed 
regardless 'of the' wishes of the people, 
as''well as the -property*-and personal 
rights of the teachers. This policy would 
be'morc defensible if it-sought the com- 
plete '. ' separation and " equal rights 
< of 


church and ' state that0 prevail'-'Mn' the 
United States: But' the TrenchVgbvern- 
ment does not seek disestablishment; 
For some reason- it wishes to continue 
to support the state church by public 
taxation': But it wishes to /deprive 'the 
church it is willing to. trust with the 
religious guidance of the people, of the 
power of educating their children. 


We do not understand that the schools 


themselves are supported by the state;' 
but the government'claims the right to 
close 
them 
because it supports the 


church in its religious work. This will 
seem a'little inconsistent to Americans, 
who give all religious bodies the same 
freedom of worship and teaching with- 
out supporting any out of the public 
treasury. As a matter of fact, the best 
unprejudiced testimony 
is that the 


teaching in the church schools is not 
only what the people of France want, 
but it is the teaching best fitted for their 
needs; and that,*the crusade against 
them is part of a Socialist program that 
threatens ultimately the whole frame- 
work of government and society. 


, It is a pity that the contention be 


tween France and the Vatican should not 
remain on this basis, without being com- 
plicated with the less popular question 
of the temporal sovereignty of the pope.

TOKIO, May 27, 10 a. m.—After five 


hours of desperate fighting the Japanese 
captmed Kin Chou yesterday evening. 
Nan Quail Ling, a stronghold2 of the 
enemy was taken-later after-a hot fire. 
Gunboats bombarded the left flank from 
Talien Wan bay while the Japanese 
warships worked with, the army from 
Kin Chou bay. 


.LONDON, May. 27.-fA dispatch from 


Tokio to the Central News dated today 
says: 


"The fighting which'culminated in the 


Japanese occupation: at "Kin Chou was 
practically confined-to an artillery duel; 
which, beginning at dawn of May 26, 
continued without intermission for five 
hours. 


"Three Japanese warships in Kin Chou 


bay co-operated, firing with Heavy guns 
on the Russian positions. A Russian 
gunboat in Talien Wan bay also joined 
in the fight, bombarding the left flank 
of the Japanese army. 


"Kin Chou castle was occupied by the 


Japanese at 'twenty minutes past four 
o'clock this morning.' 


"Later the Russians^ were driven from 


their positions on the southern heights. 
The Japanese are no* in pursuit of the

LATEST ADDITION 


TO UNCLE SAM'S NAVY 


Rhode Island of 15,000 Tons Displacement, 


Carries 812 Men, and will be able to 


Steam 19 Knots an Hour. 


The following is a complete descrip- 


tion of the 
battleship Rhode Island, 


launched at Boston" last week. 


Congress, in March, 1899, appropriat- 


ed money for three sea-going coast-line 
battleships carrying the heaviest'armor 
and most powerful armament for vessels 
of their class, and provided'for two more 
by the act of June 7, 1000. ' 


The bureau of construction and repair 


fully carried out the evident purpose 
of congress, for the design of the Rhode 
Island and, class represents five most 
powerful battleships. 


Of the five vessels appropriated for, 


three were required to be sheathed and 
coppered-,-and two without sheathing; 
immediately after being contracted for. 
however, the navy department took this 
question under consideration and decided 
to omit all outside sheathing and cop- 
pering, so that each vcosel of the class 
is now a counterpart of the other, ex- 
cept for minor modifications incident to 
construction.

The general dimensions and chief char- 


acteristics of these vessels arc:

In the 15,000 tons reprsented in each 


of-these vessels, the many antagonistic 
qnalities essential to a perfect fighting 
machine have been compromised and in- 
corporated in proportion which ejtperi- 
ence seems; to, have pointed out as tfie 
most desirable and efficient.

with; these battleships will have a 
speed-of ^t'least 10 knots, which com- 
pares most favorably with any battle- 
ships uncled construction abroad, as well 
as with-any- in the projected stage./ 


10,000 HORSE POWER. 


, T!?e Rhode IslanVl will be propelled at 
this high' speed by twin-screws driven 
by two 4-cylinder, triple-expansion en- 
gines of about 19,000 indicated horse- 
power, having a stroke of 4 feet, running 
under conditions of maximum speed at 
about 120* revolutions per minute. The 
steam necessary to this power will be 
supplied at a pressure of 250 pounds per 
square inch, by 24 Niclausse, watertube 
boilers, placed four in each of six inde- 
pendent watertight compartments. 


HER ARMAMENT. 


The Rhode Island will carry four 12- 


inch guns,; forty calibres in 
length, 


mounted by pairs in balanced turrets, 
one turret being located forward of the 
superstructure, and the other nft, and 
each having a total are train of 270 de- 
grees. Of the eight 8-inch guns, 45 cali- 
bres in length, which will be carried on 
this vessel, four will be mounted by 
pairs in turrets, superposed upon the 12-

The material of construction is the 


high quality of steel which has entered 
into all tlie vessels of our navy. The 
main or upper deck, in addition to being 
built of steel, will be the only- one upon 
which wood is to be laid. The lower 
decks will nil be of steel, covered with 
linoleum. The use of wood in the con- 
struction of this vessel will be limited 
even more strictly than it has been in 
later battleships, and all 
wood-work 


above the protective deck, except deck 
plank, will be nreproofed. Bilge keels 
and heavy docking keels are fitted; 


MANNED BY 812 MEN. 


It is-proposed to make all of the ves- 


sels -of this class flagships, and to do 
this it is necessary to make provision 
for the accommodation of one:flag, offi- 
cer, one commanding officer, one chief 
of staff, nineteen ward-room officers, ten 
junior' officers, eight warrant 'officers 
and 772 crew, including 60 marints, mak- 
ing a grand total of 812. Both officers 
and. crew will have ; wash-rooms,, bath- 
rooms, and other similar 
conveniences 


such 'as will place, the healthfulness of 
these vessels very high in the scale. 


, ELECTRICAL EQUIPMENT. 


The applications of electricity on 


board are very much wider than in the 
case of any other battleships: in exist- 
ence, with the possible exception of the 
"Kearsarge" and "Kentuey." Alt of the 
turrets have electrical turning gear, and 
the ammunition hoists,, blowers- to the 
turrets and general ventflatidn, the gen- 
eral workshop, and practically all of the 
auxiliaries; outside of the engineers' de- 
partment 
and excepting capstan and 


steering gear, are to be electrically-driv- 
en. To provide for the power required 
for these purposes, there will be install- 
ed eight engines and dynamos, mounted 
on combination bed-plates, two having 
a rated output of 1250 amperes at 123 
volts, and. sis with 625 amperes at 12S 
volts.

In this class of vessels all of the lat- 


est approved equipment will be provided 
for accommodation of the officers and 
crew, the ventilation and drainage beiW 
of a high standard; the hospital quarters 
airy and commodicnis; the bakery and 
galleys, with their issuing rooms' and re- 
frigerating plant, having been, worked 
out with a view.to thorough efficiency- 
laundry and drying rooms are fitted 
with the latest machinery, electrically- 
driven; and the living rooms are care- 
fully protected by insulation from cold 
-in winter and excessive heat in summer' 
Take it all hi all, the designs of the 
Rhode Island class embody. - the latest 
developments in naval architecture, and 
these vessels will prove most formidable

AN AMERICAN VIEW. 


The recent slaughter of a number of 


peaceable Filipinos 
by the murderous 


Moros under orders of Datto All once 
more culls attention of the country to 
the great damage caused by the anti- 
imperialists who of late have renewed 
their un-American course. The.accounts 
from 
the Philippines distinctly state 


every encouraging word from the Unit- 
ed States received in the islands of any 
denouncing of our government by the 
men at home giving aid and encourage- 
ment to tlie-enemy contrary to the con- 
stitution of the United States, such is 
good for a fresh outbreak and a new 
crop of assa&uinations, not by the peace- 
able Filipinos, but by the brigands and 
marauding bands wholly encouraged by 
their sympathizers in this country. 


The latest slaughter of fifty-three Fil- 


ipinos near Malabang, all men, women 
and children, families of employes of 
the United States, by Moros under the 
notorious Datto Ali, calls for 110 ex- 
pression of regret from' the assistant 
Moros in this country. The murders in 
their eyes are all right, or else a matter 
of supreme indifference. But this last 
exhibition of venom on the part of a 
marauding and murderous Datto is not 
passing by unnoticed and from the op- 
position press is coming a severe denun- 
ciation. There are newspapers who for 
political reasons oppose the Eepubliean 
administration, but of these are news- 
papers who above all are American, and 
such a paper is the New York Times. 
This paper :in a long editorial severely 
reflects upon Professor Willmm James 
and other sundry presumed good men 
who have criticised the policy of the 
United States in the Philippines. The 
article first refers to Secretary Taft and 
gives his views upon as to how long it 
may take to britig the tribes and races 
of the Philippines to a stage of civiliza- 
tion that would justify their self gov- 
ernment. This view is, frankly, he does 
not^know. Who does know? 


The anti-imperialists know all about

ferring to an article in the New York 
Evening Post 
written by 
Professor 


James of Harvard the New York Times 
comments in this fashion, first premising 
that the professor and others had sign- 
ed a petition to both political parties 
relating to our attitude in the Philip- 
pines and as to the future oE the Philip- 
pines. The comments of the Times fol- 
low : 


"Jn a letter published in the Evening 


Post on Saturday Prof. Jame,s protests 
that this petition does not mean an im- 
mediate 'scuttling.' 'I imagine that the 
signers to that netition to the conven- 
tions/ writes Prof. James, 'were almost 
all of them thinking of a training period 
of. from twenty to twenty-Five years. 
Secretary Taft believes in one of several 
generations.' 
Because Secretary Taft 


will not say definitely either that we 
ought to get out of the Philippines or 
that we ought not to get out of the 
Philippines Prof. James thinks that he 
ought to be destroyed. That is the 
plain meaning of his language. Accord- 
ing to somebody's opinion it was 'such 
evasiveness' that 
'wrecked McKinley.' 


It is news that President McKinley was 
'wrecked,' but Prof. James passes over 
that startling aspect of his statement to 
aak 'Why ,then, in Heaven's name, 
should it save Tnft?'—that is, why 
should Taft survive his refusal to tell 
the gentleman of Cambridge that we 
ought to get out of the Philippines, say, 
at half-past 4 of some specified day not 
far distant. Prof. James enters an ob- 
jection to the testimony, of Secretary 
Taft, on Jhe ground that as governor of 
the Philippines ho had an opportunity 
to find out sometliing about the islands 
and their people. In the opinion of. our 
leading anti-imperialists, therefore, it 
would appear that knowledge of the sub- 
ject is a disqualification for testifying.

stand, for it seems to us that if the peti- 
tton to the party conventions is open for 
further signatures the name of Datto 
Ali ought certainly to be added.

While it is possible that in any general 


campaign 
the 
political 
complexion 


of the house of representatives may be 
changed, the shifting of power in the 
senu.te is quite another matter, and in 
the judgment of conservative men in all 
parties, this arrangement is a tribute to 
the wisdom of the fathers of the Repub- 
lic. 
Thus it is stated that the election 


of a Democratic president, or Republi- 
can president, as the case may be, is al- 
most certain to bring with it a change 
in the lower house to correspond, while 
no such change could be produced in the 
senate unless a party had a narrow ma- 
jority, and for a political party to be en- 
abled to bring about legislation in sym- 
pathy with its platforms or party ideas, 
it must be strong enough to hold the 
lower branch of congress for 
several 


terms, depending upon the strength of 
its opponents in the senate. 


The Republican majority in the house 


is not large, biit is a good working ma- 
jority. Th<! standing of the parties is 
as follows: Republicans 210, Democrats 
17fi and labor 2, giving the Republicans 
a. clear majority of 32. The standing in 
the Fifty-seventh congress was, Republi- 
cans 200, Democrats 157, not classified 5, 
or a clear Republican majority of 42. 
The senate classification was in the Fif- 
ty-seventh congress 
Republicans 54, 


Democrats 33,' vacancies 3, a Republican 
majority of 21. In the Fifty-eighth .con- 
gress, the present one, the standing of 
the parties is, Republicans 57, Democrats 
33, a clear Republican majority of 24. 


Should anything like a political tidal 


wave set' in, exceedingly -unlikely/, and 
yet not improbable, this Republican'ma.- 
jority of thirty-two in the Tower house 
of congress could be wiped out, but this 
same result could not possibly effect the 
senate, as any reversal could not begin 
to take effect only as the terms began to 
expire and the legislatures of states con- 
cerned were in political -complexion op- 
posed to the retiring senators or their 
party. 


With the present session of congress, 


the Fifty-eighth, will expire the .terms 
of thirty senators, March 4th,'1005.. Of 
this number there are twenty-three Re- 
publicans and but seven Democrats. Of 
this seven, six are from sure Democratic 
states and one from Montana, which is 
uncertain, as the Republicans of that 
that state have good reasons for believ- 
ing they will be able to retire the Dem- 
ocratic senator, Paris Gibson. The six 
sure Democratic states who can be ex- 
pected to return Democrats nre Tenncs-. 
sec, Missouri, Texas, Virginia, Florida 
and Mississippi, who will cither retire or 
re-elect Messrs. Bates, Cockrill, Culbert- 
son, Daniel, Money, Taliaferra in order 
named by states. 
< 


As regards the twenty-three Itcpubli- 


can vacancies, one has been filled by the 
election of Mr. Dick in Ohio, while an- 
other has been lost in Maryland by the 
election of Isador Rayner, who succeeds 
Senator McComas. But this loss is ex- 
pected to be made even by the Republi- 
cans regaining Montana and replacing 
Mr. Gibson with a Republican. A Wash- 
ington correspondent gives the follow- 
ing account of the situation as regards 
the remaining twenty-one Republican va- 
cancies from which it appears there is 
no probability of the Democrats captur- 
ing from the Republicans more than 
three states within the coming two 
years, and that it is. not so sure the con- 
trol of the senatj can be wrested from 
the Republicans even in the next four 
years. This correspondent says: 


"There are eleven Republican states 


with new senators to be^ chosen which 
are not likely to change "their political 
allegiance. They are Michigan, Minne- 
sota, Wyoming, Washington, Maine, Con- 
necticut, Massachusetts, North Dakota, 
.Vermont, Wisconsin, and Pennsylvania. 


This leaves ten seats in the-" senate" 


which' are said to ,be more'-,.»r,«,less- in 
doubt. They are those now filledrby AI- 
drich of Rhode Island, Ball of'Delaware, 
Bard of, California; Beveridgehof Indiana, 
Depew of New York, Dietrich of Nebras- 
ka, Kean of New Jersey, ;Kearn3, °* 
Utah, gcot^of West Vjrginio\and SJ;ew-' 
art of Nevada.

Of these it is believed that Aldrich, 


Bard, Beveridge, and Scott are reasonab- 
ly sure of carrying ' their states. This 
leaves six states, including Delaware, 
New York, Nebraska, New Jersey, Utah, 
and Nevada where the Democrats have a 
fighting chance. 


There are now in the senate fifty-seven 


Bepublicans and thirty-three Democrats. 
If the Democrats should win all six of 
these doubtful states, and retain control 
of Montana, they would still ,iave with 
Maryland, only forty senators"and the 
Republicans would Jiave a majority of 
ten instead of twenty-four, as is now the 
case. 


Of thirty senators who will have to be 


re-elceted two years later, there are not 
more lhan two or three Republieaiis'who 
are likely to lose their seats by a change 
of political affiliations in their states, 
so that, although the Republican .major- 
ity might' be cut down to six or ,ciglit,' it 
cannot be wiped out for at least four 
years from next March."

A Chicago divine speaking in the Peo- 


ple's Church pulpit takes a somewhat 
different view from the senate investiga- 
tions, la'st winter in. the Smoot case. 
This reverend, Dr. Joh'n Meritte Driver, 
ia of the conviction the Smopt develop- 
ments have not been unpremeditated, 
and that the fact is the'Mormon church 
has been conducting a bureau of public- 
ity at the expense of tire public treas- 
ury.

"The-wiles of the Mormons-are many' 


and far-reaching. The Sfnoot* case 'was 
only a ruse. President Smith was 'not' a1 
reluctant witness. The, papers and peo- 
ple saic!: 'He is giving himself, his 
church and his co-Mormons away.' Trust 
a Mormon for guile, strategy* and diplo- 
macy. His testimony was along care- 
fully considered and 
pre-determined 


lines. With the Mormons it was a cam- 
paign of education and familiarization. 


"Their object in putting Smoot and his 


predecessor forward was.not to secure 
office, except, possibly, as a prep.edent for 
the future; no, their realL object was; to 
secure publicity—and they we're success- 
ful. But while we nrc centering our gaze 
and effort on the Washington Smopt and 
Smith feint, the Mormons,'Togo and Ku- 
roki like, are striking evcrj-where and 
advancing in all directions." 


While this judgment may be modified 


to the extent of not presuming the elec- 
tion of Mormon Smoot itself was a for- 
seen and fixed event in the history of the 
church, that is so far as,, an extended 
examination was foreseen from the sen.-,

tions now prevailing. That this has been 
done of a purpose is the belief of Dr. 
Driver, ns it certainly is of many people, 
nnd such is the depravity of human na- 
ture and a love of the out of the com- 
mon that the publicity bureau conducted 
last winter and Spring will yield. fruit. 
Senator Smoot may lose-his scat and he 
may not, but in either case, the Mormon, 
church will have received a lot of valua- 
ble advertising, that, while millions of 
American citizens .will repel the 
foul 


fruit, there will be enough verdant and 
purposeful people to make a fine add:-• 
tion. to the Mormon colonies scattered 
around the west. 


In alt this it is not the intent of Dr. 


Driver or of others to aitack the-Mor' 
mon churches of the ea»t which have al- 
ways repudiated plural marriages and 
never acknowledged such as church doc- 
trines.

Hereafter instead of the-afflicted people 
being suffered to make the, long ocean 
voyage, and on arrival, examined, and if 
rejected, -forced to make the voyage 
back, greatly weakened, arc now, thanks 
to the sensible -regulation adopted, ex- 
ainined'before going on board by compe- 
tent physicians at the home ports and if 
found -unable to reach the requirements, 
not permitted to" make: the 
voyage. 


Hereafter every vessel carrying immi- 
grants will have to-'declare its manifest 
.to the [American consiil at.the port of 
departure. The immigrants whose names 
appear, and .they must appear on the 
lists, nro- then examined by competent 
surgeons anil if free from objectionable 
diseases are permitted to go on with the 
trip.' 


.There is not the slightest doubt but 


what immigrants have brought into this 
country diseases it would never hi>,vc 
known but for them and this despite all 
:tlie care presumed to be taken at Ellis 
island, New York harbor. Not long since 
an inspection of school children took 
place in New YoVk city and it was then 
revealed that in New Yoik city proper 
there wci-a 25,000 eases of trachoma and 
in the city of Brooklyn, a part of Great- 
er New Yorlc there were'15,000 cases. 


Again, the old system was rather 


heartless anyway. Families were sun- 
dered and some unable' to comply with 
such tests as were made, obliged to re- 
turn, parents and even children, of one 
family,'separated in the same -way. Fam- 
ily ties were not considered at'all. But 
aa it is now faniHiea where' disease is 
found to exist, at least have the oppor- 
tunity -to'make 'noV arrangements il 
such as are able 'to pass, prefer to go 
on. With American consuls-every where 
possessing this power and properly em- 


ployed, one fearful menace in unreitrict- 
ed immigration will ces*e.

the inmates of American prifton* can suc- 
cessfully pass.

Keep' the im- 
migrantr'on his own side untiThe or. the 
eaa show a reasonable clean -bill-of 
health. 


THE BEST WORLD* HAVT. 


A full navy of battleships like .the 


Kentucky and Oregon which have made 
the most marvelous of voyages without 
mishap or without an hour of repairs, 
and besides made the most marvelous 
of exhibitions of rapid firing with' per- 
fect gunnery, would make this country 
invincible though we were not up to the 
rack on numbers. This is not presum- 
ing there are no other ships in our navy 
that may be able to duplicate the. recent 
performance, for there probably ore, but 
the performance of the Kentucky, a rec- 
ord of 18,000 miles performed without a 
break, without^ a mishap of any nature 
and at a uniform speed of 13.12 knots per 
hour equal to a speed equal of '15 miles' 
per hour covering a distance without a 
stop of 12,918 knots and the laat exhibit 
of a run of 3,885. knots from Madeira 
home *t the rate of 13.82 knots ner hour 
or 15.7 mile*,' ha* never been duplicated 
by any nation nor can it be matched 
anywheres. This record of a battleship 
.will long remain uncontested. 


It ia questionable indeed if there are 


any merchant steamers capable of giv- 
ing the world any better performance of 
long distance travel. Certainly none 
have ever been made public. It must be 
remembered too, that both the Oregon 
and the Kentucky were in complete bat- 
tl« trim and arrived at their destination 
in perfect order, their machinery in first 
class condition, and but for probably re- 
coaling were abundantly able to start 
out the same day upon just such another 
trip. These, performances are practical 
illustrations of .the preparedness of the 
American navy and of the splendid work- 
manship in evidence, and of the magnifi- 
cent discipline.

HEROIC DEAD 


Tributes of Love and Respect 


Accorded Those Who Fought 


and Died for Country. 


Services Under Auspices of G. A. R. Posts Held 


at Guild Hall This Afternoon, Congressman 


Cooper Delivering Address—-Co. "F" 


Decorate Comrades* Graves. 


Memorial day was ushered in with a 


cold and raw wind from tlic northeast, 
preceded during the night by 
a rain 


storm, making the ground and grass, 
both in the streets and at the cemeter- 
ies wet and disagreeable. 


Still the conditions did not deter the 


survivors of the civil war, Spanish Amer- 
ican war, Woman's Ktjlief Corps, Sons of 
Veterans, and -hundreds of citizens from 
turning out and paying tribute to the 
heroes who fought and died that the 
union might be preserved. 


They attended services at the English 


Lutheran church on Washington aven- 
ue last night and listened to a patriotic 
sermon by Kev. Mr. Gehr; they proceed- 
ed to the two cemeteries during the Sab- 
bath and placed Hags ov.vr the resting 
places; this morning' the 
details and 


others visited the home of the dead and 
strewed 
flowers and garlands on the 


mounds, in fact no arrangement for this 
time honored custom was neglected. • 


PATRIOTS GAVE THEIR LIVES. 
In fact it can be truthfully said that 


on this day God's acres throughout our 
broad land have beer, made resplendent 
with the stars and stripes of a country 
for whose integrity the lives of many 
thousand were offered in most willing 
sacrifice. Old and young grow in pa- 
triotism today, under the induences of 
this most appropriate oercmony. 
The 


men to whom Memorial day is dedicat- 
ed, offered on the altar of patriotism 
the greatest of all human sacrifice—life 
itself. 


In the Mound cemetery and the Cath- 


olic cemetery, there are buried possibly 
four hundred 
dead 
soldiers. Not 
a 


grave was neglected whether the occu- 
pant was known or 
unknown. There 


are markers, flags and,.a green wreath 
there, and to the Woman's Relief Corps 
is credited the labor of preparing the 
garlands. 


SERVICES AT GUILD HALL. 


With the dawn (lags were raised at 


half-mast 
on the stuffs 
of buildings 


about the city 'and the veterans were 
astir early. Ciray and bent with age 
they came out and shivered in the cold 
nir. First meeting at their hall they 
formed in line and therp was an unusu- 
ally large number, marched to the Mon- 
ument square, saluted the monument 
and then man-hod to the 
Guild 
hall. 


Here the regular ritual services, usually 
performed at tin; monument, were in or- 
der and as usual impressive and inter: 
csting to every soldier. The hall was 
taxed to its utmost capacity when Kev. 
Mr. JEriTmoyer arose and pronounced the 
invocation. Flags were conspicuous on 
the platform and veterans were seated 
in a semi-circle. 


Commander W. A. Crane presided over 


the services, introducing the minister, 
singers and speaker. After the invoca- 
tion the Belle City Male Chorus, Mr. 
Lou Brans, leader, sarjg appropriate na- 
tional songs, and it was most inspiring. 


Congressman H. A. Cooper delivered 


the addrois. It was- a most eloquent 
and patriotic talk to the veterans and 
brought forth tremendous applause at 
Imca. 


MK. COOPER'S ADDRESS. 


He bfgjti! by remarking on the day, 


its importance, and its sacred character, 
saying that it was a day which every 
one worthy of the name of American 
citizen should delight to honor. He said 
that each recurring anniversary,should 
witness an observance of the day, be- 
cause of the lessons which it teaches and 
the memories it recalls. 


After elaborating along these lines, 


the speaker discussed the origin of the 
war, saying that it was an irrespressible 
conflict, which nothing could have avert- 
ed. He then described the scenes dur- 
' ing the war, narrating various incidents 
/• which went to illustrate its vast impor- 


tance, and the terrible destruction which 


• it wrought, and spoke of the final great 


good which resulted. 


The speaker then branched 
into 
:i 


tribute to the soldiers living and dead, 


" addressing the old veterans who were 


present, and expressing to them the grat- 
itude which every true American feels 
ior them and for what they accomplish- 
ed for the cause of civil liberty and rep- 
resentative government. 


' TO THE UNKNOWN DEAD. 
He closed with a feeling allusion to 


the dead soldiers who are buried in un- 
known graves, which could not be dec- 
orated, expressing the hope' tliat some 
tender hearts and willing hands were 
doing for the strangers buried in their 
midst what they 
would 
wish 
other 


atrongers tfi do for their own loved ones 
iiailrr similar circumstances. 


Following Mr. Cooper's 
speech 
the 


Belle City Male Chorus sang a selection, 
after which the. benedistion was pro- 
nounced, and those present departed for 
their homes. 


THE COMPANY F BOYS. 


The members of General William A. 


Bancroft camp, No.. 199, composed main- 
ly of the members of Company F, .who 
went to the front when the Spanish- 
American war broke out, assembled on 
the Monument square about 9 o'clock; 
formed iu line and before 10 o'clock, 
headed by the Kacine-Sattley company 
fife, drum and bugle corps, marched to 
Mound cemetery. At the Company F 
lot Rev..Mr. Gehr offered a brief play- 
er and afterward made an eloquent .ad- 
dress which was listened to by an im- 
mense throng of people. . 


This year the manner of decorating 


the graves of 'comrades was somewhat 
changed. 
A detail visited the. graves 


and placed the beautiful wreaths and 
garlands, this being ;done so as to avoid 
trammeling of graves by the hundreds 
of curious people.

SERMON BY EEV. GEHR.

cerning the war or wars in which you; 
were engaged. To us remains the task 
of the servant of God,,to bring a mes-. 
sage from the throne of grace, so.that 
whether wars sholl come or wars shall 
cease, we may be mindful of the poet's 
sacred words:

"In every new distress,

We'll to God's house repair; 
,

We'll think upon his wondrous grace, 
And seek deliverance there." 
"David, the sjrcat warrior of Israel, 


had no peer in the galqxy of old testa- 
ment saints. He was annointed king 
over Israel and was called to redeem Is- 
rael and at the same time feed God's 
flock like a shepherd. When he stepped 
to the throne the storms of dissention 
and discord were gathering. A civil war 
could not be averted. 


LINCOLN, GOD'S INSTRUMENT. 
So in the days of the '60s, Lincoln was 


fashioned and fitted by God to redeem 
our land.

The 
president, of th_e confederate government 
was the Ishboseth of our country and 
General Lee the Abner of the field.

They loved their coun- 
try so much that almost 300,000 poured 
out their life on the battlefield, in pris- 
on, and from wounds and diseases. The 
patriotism of the sons ofL Wisconsin is 
best reflected in the.lamented Governor 
Harvey, who gave up his life in the wat- 
ers of the Tennessee while playing the 
part of the Good Samaritan 
to 
the 


wounded soldiers at Shiloh. The 'wars 
of David greatly changed'.his life. His 
work at their conclusion had almost 
been completed. 


So with ( you, comrades of the flag. 


The civil war 
greatly 
changed and 


shortened your lives. Your work now- 
is for flic most part ended. 


Hut you shall 
never 
be forgotten. 


''He lives ill fauiii who dies in virtue's: 


cause." Comfort yourselves with this 
saying: "Doing good is the only certain 
happy act of a man/s life." 


CONCLUDING EXHORTATION. 


And now-since the war drum beats no 


longer, and our sworcts are beat into 
plowshares and our spears into pruning 
hooks, let us not forget that ere long 
our hands shall cease at these. ' Let us 
then be brave men and true patriots. 
Let us unfurl our banner, the red for 
defiance, the' white for peace, the blue 
for heaven and the stars for glory.

To Wash Clothes Without Rubbing. 


To a bar of good soap, shaved fine, add 
one quart of -water and boil; then add 
one tablegpopnful of kerosene, mixing 
well. Divide into three parts, adding 
each to a third or half a tub full of 
warm water. In these tubs soak the 
clothes "(properly assorted) ' over night. 
In the morning fill the boiler two-thirds 
full of cold water, and half a cupful of 
"compound" made by recipe given below; 
when the water boils put in as many 
clothes (put through the wringer from 
the tub) as by the ordinary _method, and 
boil twenty minutes, or half an hour, if 
very.^ soiled When boiled rinse in warm 
water, then twice in cold. Compound— 
Mix in a stone jar a box of potash, 5 
cents' worth each of salts of tartar and 
salts of ammonia; pour over this four 
quarts of cold water and stir until dis- 
solved. Bottle for use. 


To Clean Piano. Keys.— Moisten a lit: 


tie whiting with lemon juice, or, if lem- 
on juice is not at hand, with ammonia, 
which is a. veritable grease foe. If this 
whiting is .used carefully, so: that none 
gets into the action, tfie keys will look 
beautifully clean. Some people use saw- 
dust and ammonia for thia purpose, but 
the sawdust is apt. to scatter' too much 
for the welfare of : the piano. But if any 
small ornaments of ivory have to be 
cleaned,, sawdust wet with ammonia is 
excellent for, stain-removing. 
Spirits of 


wine mingled with the sawdust is an- 
other capital agent when ammonia is not 
attainable. ,

i .; Graham Mush. — Mix a half pint gra- 
lubrti flour and a little cold water to a 
thin, paste, add a teaspoonful salt, stir 
into four cups of boiling water; and cook 


tilj thoroughly done; twenty minutes 


is the usiial time, but depends upon the 
fire An addition is to stir in a cupful 
of the stoned dates just before taking 
from the fire.

Chili Sauce.— Take four quarts pf to- 


matoes peeled and chopped, two large 
onions, six green peppers chopped fine, 
two tablespoonfula each of salt and su: 
gar, three and one-half cups of vinegar, 
one teaspoonful Of cinnamon, 
ginger, 


cloves and allspice. Take seeds 
from 


peppers and boil two hours; this is an 
excellent English recipe. 


Napoleons. — Heat 6 ounces of butter, 


2 ounces of sugar, 2 ounces of sweet 
chopped almonds, add one-half pound of 
flour, and stir well; then add the yolk 
of 1 egg. roll out very thin and bake in 


tin. When cold cut into strips, spread 


with jam or whipped cream and put to- 
gether again. 


Queen Muffins. — Beat the yolks of two 


eggs to a cream, add a pint of sweet 
milk and a, spoonful' of melted butter; 
pour thin over two cups of flour; beat 
till light, adding more flour if needed. 
The batter should be too thick to pour; 
add 2 teospoonfula baking powder and 
the stiffly beaten whites. Bake in' gem 
pans iu' quick oven. 


Doughnuts.— Sift together three cups 


of pastry flour,, measured after sifting, 
four level teaspoonfuls of bilking pow- 
der, one-half level teaspoon of salt, and 
one-quarter teaspoon of mace. Beat one 
egg, and one-half cup of sugar, one ta- 
blespoon of melted butter, and one-half 
cup of milk. Mix dry and liquid ingrcd- 
ietits, roll out, cut in shape and fry. 


Chipped Beef. — A change from the us- 


ual thickened cream gravy is to serve 
the shaved beef as follows: First, cov- 
er half a pound with cold water; do not 
boil, but bring to scalding;; drain off the 
water and put a large tablaspoonful of 
butter and a dust of peppcir on the beef; 
simmer ten minutes, and when ready to 
serve add three or four tableepoonfulc of 
hot cream. 


Delmonico Pudding. — Add two tablc- 


epoonfuls- of corn starch to a quart of 
nearly boiling milk, first blending it 
with a little cold milk. Stir well, and 
add fivo tablespoonfuls of sugar and two 
well-beaten ' egg*.. Cook three minutes; 
when nearly cold add a pinch of salt and 
a cupful of grated cocoanut; pour into a 
pudding dish and bake until a delicate 
brown. Serve cold with whipped cream. 
This pndding<- may be prepared the. day 
before needed. 
' 


Lima Bean and Tomato 
Soup^— Use 


for this a quart of any well flavored 
stock that can be made by adding ment 
extract to boiling wator( or by utilizing 
any scraps of meat in tile stock pot. Put 
in soup pot with a quart of stewed to- 
matoes, half a cup of boiled lima beans; 
add seasonings to taste and cook until 
thick as cream. The beans should be soft 
enough to mash through a colander. This, 
is a delicious soup and easily prepared. 


Laplanders. — Beat the yolks of throe 


eggs with: a pint of rich milk; add this 
to a pint of silted flour with a teaspoon- 
ful of suit in it, and beat smooth; stir 
in lightly the beaten whites and boko in 
hot oven, in greated gem pans. There is 
no baking powder required for these del- 
icate gems, the beaten eggs answering 
in»tead, and they are therefore; recom- 
mended for thcie jprith whom baking 
powder bread disagrees. , 


German Soup, — Soak over night 1 tea- 


cupful of carefully cleaned pearl barley.

This is to gay that 
Ogden, Utah, heretofore marking the di- 
viding line between mountain time and 
Pacific time will no longer serve in that 
way, and Beno; '600 miles to the west- 
ward will be the dividing line.
